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SUMMER MEANS THE END OF WINTER; 
the beginning to FUN, LOVE, HAPPINESS.... 


Seven hundred years ago an unknown Medieval poet welcomed summer with the 
song, “Sumer is icumen in, Lhude sing cuccu!” Ezra Pound made a wry paraphrase 
ef it: “Winter is icumen in, Lhude sing goddam.” 

He spoke for many of us who, though we may enjoy cold, bracing weather and 
the beauty of snow, feel a bit despondent, and a bit more irritable in winter than dur- 
ing the sunny months. What, then, have psychologists and other scientists found out 
about the relationship between climate and the “winter blues”? And is there an antidote? 

Climate is known to have a definite effect on our bodies. In warm weather our 
metabolic processes slow down. When it is cold, they speed up. Our hearts work a bit 
harder, we breathe more rapidly and deeply, and we burn up more of the body’s fuel. As 
a result, we often feel stimulated and vigorous, but our bodies actually are under added 
strain. (Take the noteworthy finding of Dr. Clarence Mills of the University of Cincin- 
nati: there are about four times as many cases of heart failure in winter as in summer, 
and heart trouble tends to be more frequent in exceptionally cold years.) These facts 
apply especially to those who live where the general pace of life is rapid, where much 
is expected of us in the way of accomplishment. In a way, cold weather helps along our 
ambition by speeding up our metabolism, but it also makes us use more energy and taxes 
our personal resources more heavily. We flirt frequently with exhaustion, and fatigue 
makes us vulnerable to depression and discontent. Here, then, is the first clue to the 
experience of winter blues. 

Medical research has also discovered that we are in best condition around November, 
at our low through January, February, and March—we have more colds then and minor 
complaints. Yet during these months when we are most susceptible to illness (and most in 
need of a vacation) we are most likely to be goading ourselves to accomplish more. Dr. 


Ellsworth Huntington of Yale used to say, “To speed up at the end of January is like 


taking a tired horse and expecting him to win a race.” By asking more of ourselves than 
we can deliver, we disappoint ourselves. Others, too, are a little less able to meet our 
demands. The frequent result: We are likely to be at odds with friends and colleagues, 
may even wind up “sore at the world” itself. 

Besides, extreme cold and ice and snow restrict us, and are a massive barrier to 
activities of all kinds. The psychological consequences of this barrier can be strong 
and disturbing. If we yield to the attractiveness of the (Continued on page HQ) 
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fireside instead of getting on with business, 
we may condemn ourselves later as lazy louts. 
Other times, we may be frustrated by weather 
and cannot fulfill our desires: Roads are not 
fit for travel; plane reservations are can- 
celled. A drop in temperature, a fall of snow 
may seriously disrupt our plans. Frustration 
evokes disappointment and irritation, and 
finally hostility against something, innocent 
bystanders, perhaps. Tempers flare, and re- 
morse is piled on disappointment. 

When the weather eases, we sometimes 
blow off a long-accumulated head of steam— 
all the disappointments and hostilities we 
have been storing up behind the winter bar- 
rier. For example, crime tends to increase 
during the summer months. Cesare Lombroso, 
the great Italian criminologist, found that 
virtually all the great revolutions and up- 
risings have occurred in summer. Our own 
revolution against the British began in June, 
1775. And the attacks on the Bastille in Paris 
took place in July. Aware of this phenom- 
enon, novelist Anatole France cynically ob- 
served, “What a noble people ours is, it 
never makes revolts in winter. . . . When it 
rains they go home, taking their flags with 
them. They will die for the Idea, but they 
won't catch cold for it.” 

Kept in by winter, and thwarted from 
doing many things we would like to do, all 
of us—revolutionaries, bandits, or others— 
aust suppress and hide our frustrations and 
disappointments for a time. When the weather 
allows our feelings to boil over, what was se- 
cret inside us becomes open and active. The 
winter blues become “summer madness.” If 
this pattern ‘applies in its totality to very few 
of us, it undoubtedly applies in some small 
degree to virtually all. 

For all its barrier effects, winter is also 
a time of celebrations and holidays. Christmas 
and New Year’s are two of the year’s major 
festivals. We go to more parties. We drink a 
little more than is our custom, and we even 
flirt a little more than is typical of us. In spite 
of the fun and real happiness they can breed, 
‘these celebrations add a burden to our already 
winter-strained bodies, increase our cold- 
weather fatigue, and give rise to more op- 
portunities we are likely to regret. We are a 
little more prone to wonder with regret or 
alarm if we were really wise to have kissed 
another wife’s husband (or husband’s wife) 
quite so enthusiastically under the mistletoe 
at the club or the office party. Psychothera- 
pists find that patients express such concerns 
more frequently during Christmas and New 
Year’s and immediately after than at any 
other time. Moreover, the holidays come to an 
abrupt end, leaving us tired and more suscep- 
tible than before. Though happy, we have a 
sense of being let down, of having to go back 
to business or household chores with less zest, 
more regrets, and a greater sense of how hard 
winter’s barriers are to fight. 


The winter blues are real. But they need 
not be devastating, and they usually aren’t 
for most of us. A little wise management of 
our lives and a fuller understanding of our- 
selves as persons can transcend surrounding 
weather. 

For example, a little more regard for 
health during the cold months is likely to pay 
off handsomely in improved feelings as well 
as a sturdier body. A medical check-up in 
January or February is a wise plan if you live 
where the cold winds blow. Remembering that 
winter requires us to use more energy to ac- 
complish our daily business; it’s a good idea 
to avoid excessive dieting, unless advised by 
a physician. 

It also helps to insure recreation. Febru- 
ary vacations are sheer dreams for many of 
us. But we can, by a little thoughtful plan- 
ning, arrange many of our week ends and 
evenings for pleasant relaxation. The point is 
that these times must be relaxing, not added 
taxation on our winter-loaded systems. Each 
of us.is likely to find this kind of genuine 
re-creation in different ways, but each of us 
must be sure that it is re-creating. A little soul 
searching here could be very helpful. One 
good test is to decide if what you plan to do 
would be fun if you did it alone. While good 
company ‘can certainly enhance enjoyment, 
the important thing is that our leisure enter- 
prises—whether they involve vigorous skiing, 
or simply sitting drowsily before a warm fire- 
place—should be thoroughly enjoyable in 
themselves. 

Finally, even though it may sound a trifle 
stuffy and puritanical, we are likely to feel a 
bit happier about ourselves if we tone down 
our enthusiasm during the parties that mark 
the winter season. Unless we know what we 
are doing and are willing to live with the con- 
sequences, drinking a little less in winter, 
sleeping a little more, and saving our wild 


oats for a warmer season will do much to. 


beat the blues. Primitive tribes have days of 
“ceremonial license” during which most of 
the rules of the group are suspended. Com- 
moners, if they are so minded, may spit with- 
out punishment on the chief; fighting between 
men of the same clan, ordinarily forbidden, 
may occur. Such practices as our typically 
vigorous welcome to another year on New 
Year’s Eve represent survivals of these ancient 
and primitive customs. To a degree, there is 
wisdom in them. They give us a chance to 
express many feelings too long controlled. 
But hlowing off too much steam leaves us 
depleted, empty, and often ashamed. It would 
be difficult to find a better description of 
winter blues. 

A bit of attention to such matters, plus 
a comfortable, but year-around effort to un- 
derstand ourselves better generally, can allow 
us, wherever we live, to find pride in ourselves, 
pleasure in our surroundings, and-a serénity 
that the weather can hardly damage. ;

Campers who are “‘living modern” 
come equipped with inflatable tents, 
electric blankets that plug into a car 
cigaret lighter, battery powered 
shavers, car top sleepers, portable 
refrigerators, generators and collapsi- 
ble canvas showers. 

If you are going where it will be 
cool at night, you may want some 
insulated clothing, a down-filled 
sleeping bag, an air mattress or, 
perhaps, a collapsible aluminum cot. 
You may want to splurge for a tent 
for two that pops open by shaking it, 
or one of the pastel jobs that looks 
like a lady’s Easter hatbox, lid ajar. 

These conveniences and such camp- 
ing refinements as plastic liners for 
pails and iceboxes, portable washing 
machines, portable TV sets, and, not 
to forget, the tent flap that zips clear 
to the floor to let the housekeeper 
sweep out sand with ease, have won 
millions of women to what once was 
largely a man’s sport. 

George Pfeiffer, Detroit sporting 
goods dealer, says the new equip- 
ment, including the snareless spinning 
tackle, light aluminum, magnesium 
and fiberglass boats and feather- 


weight clothing—besides enticing 


women—now makes it possible for 
more people, some limited physically, 
to spend their vacations in the out- 
doors. Ease, simplicity and at-home 
comforts have been built into camp- 
ing, making it agreeable to young and 
old. Many places will rent you a com- 
plete camping outfit. 

This summer’s 60 million visitors 
to our national parks are triple the 
number of 1941. The National Park 
Service is spending millions to en- 
large park facilities, improve road- 
ways and add new equipment. 
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With the right equipment and at the right place... 


If you are interested in history, 
consult the Federal Guide Books 
about the places along your route, 
watch for the markers placed by the 
states and historical societies. Take a 
picture of the marker as a title for 
your slide or picture sequence, but 
do more than that, walk around, try 
to visualize yourself in the position of 
the pioneers who may have trod that 
spot. Try to find some spot... and 
you usually can ... where the view 
today might well be what it was then. 
Sometimes it takes a little doing to 
find an angle where the light will be 
right, yet where the modern tele- 
phone pole will be out of the picture. 
With care and study of the picture 
location, you can create a whole series 
of ‘“‘as it might have been’’ pictures 

. . Where Daniel Boone might have 
stood when he first saw Kentucky 

the limitless reaches of the 
prairies as they must have been seen 
from a covered wagon .. . the 
Potomac from Mount Vernon as 
George Washington must have seen 
it. Wherever you go there are things 
to be seen, and photographed, as your 
Pioneering ancestors must have seen 
them. 

As for techniques, take the time 
before your trip to read and learn the 
instructions that come with your 
camera. Then use your eyes. Watch 


for dramatic lighting. Don’t always 
take every picture with the sun at 
your back. You can very often get 
excellent pictures in the early morn- 
ing or late afternoon when the sun- 
light is dramatically slanted. When 
taking pictures of road signs or 
historical markers, use your flash, 
even though the sun is shining. Study 
each picture situation before shoot- 
ing. Make sure that you are taking it 
from the best angle, that there are 
no inconsistencies which may spoil 
the picture. If there are people in 
your picture, make sure they are 
doing something other than staring 
at the camera. 

As a final precaution, take care of 
your camera and your films. Don’t 
leave the camera on the rear shelf 
where the sun will bake it... and 
keep it out of a hot glove compart- 
ment. Heat ruins films. Make arrange- 
ments with yoyr film dealer to return 
the films to him by mail as you 
expose them. The pictures will be 
waiting for you when you get home 
and you will not run the risk of 
having them damaged by heat, dirt 
or moisture . . . or of losing them. 

Finally, try to impart to your 
pictures the feelings that you have 
when you look upon the scene. It 
will show, and your pictures will be 
the better for it.

Lecated near a Garrett County 
road, which can be reached from 
U.S. Route 219, the recreational 
area comprises 150 acres. The 


eilire layout extends over 1,764 
acres, some of which is being 
worked on to stretch the park’s 
bounds.

Large farms came into view with hugh white washed barns, 
some painted. Fields under rich grain harvest reached all the way to the Allegheny 
Mountains; dairy herds grazed on hill-sides; work horses in the fields beside plain 
men in black brimmed hats; little children scampered across fields; high Amish carr- 
iages stood before gates.

In the true mountain section 
protected by the State Forest 
Preserve, bear, deer, fox and 
porcupipe still roam the wooded 
slopes, and pass the wild water- 
falls much as they did in the 
days of the Indian. But, unlike 
the days of the Indian, wood- 
land trails now snake through 
the mountains and enable the 
present-day hiker to see vistas 
of wilderness barred to the 
Indians because of their ‘super- 
stitious awe of this “Land of 
the Sky,” 


If mountain roads seem narrow, it is generally 
because of the immensity above and below.

Modern roads and modern automobiles have brought 


America's finest mountain scenery within range 


of every moderately-courageous driver 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The

xperienced travelers agree that 
America’s most spectacular, 
most memorable scenery is its moun- 
tain scenery. But many a flatland 
family is missing it because Dad shies 
away from mountain driving... and 
driving is the only good way to see it. 

But the fact is that mountain 
driving today should not frighten any 
experienced driver. And, like most 
false fears, the best way to knock 
out the dread of driving high roads 
is to know the facts about them. 

First of all, mountain roads in 
general have good safety records, 
better than most city streets and flat 
highways. Second, the modern moun- 
tain roads in America are designed 
by the world’s finest road engineers, 
the same engineers whom other 
countries hire to build safety into 
their mountain roads. 

The mountain road may seem 
narrow to you. That’s because of the 
immense country above and below. 
But a tape measure will show you 
that there is just as much space 
between the center line and the edge 
of a modern mountain road as there 
is on others. 

As to the steepness of mountain 
roads, all of the new ones—even 
those among our highest peaks—are 
built so that any American car with 
130 or more horsepower can climb 
them in high gear. 

But even with these truths in 
mind, and dispelling fear of mountain 
driving, there are little tricks and 
tips which every mountain-bound 
driver should know. Here are some 


of the most important of them: 
GEARS: Stay in the lower gears 
on the downgrade, if the grade is such 
that your speed requires continual 
braking. And—NEVER coast down 
a grade with the car in neutral. 
VAPOR LOCK: Suppose you’ve 
been climbing steadily and your car 
has been overheating. You decide. to 
park to let the engine cool, and to 
photograph the scenery. After 10 or 
15 minutes, you climb in your car 
and is won’t start. It probably has 
“vapor locked.’’ Cover your fuel 
pump with a damp rag. Pour a little 
water over it. Then wait a few 
minutes before starting your car. 
HAND BRAKES: Always set 
your hand brake and put your car in 
gear in the mountains, even if the 
parking spot appears to be flat. It 
probably isn’t. Because of adjacent 
contours, a road that appears to be 
flat may actually be climbing. 
GAS: Don’t be caught with a nearly 
empty gasoline tank going into 
mountain country. The dot on your 
map that you think must be a town, 
may turn out to be only a store and 
a couple of cabins, with no gasoline 
available. In this terrain, gas stations 
are fewer and farther between and 
cars use more gas than usual. 
WATER: While water boils more 
easily at high altitudes, most modern 
cooling systems will not be affected. 
They are pressurized. So check the 
temperature gauge frequently, but 
do not remove the radiator cap unless 
the gauge shows overheating. 
When you do need to add water at

high altitudes, do it carefully. Let 
your engine run after you’ve stopped 
—until the ‘‘rumbling’”’ stops, then 
put a heavy rag over the radiator cap 
and turn it slowly. Add the water 
slowly, letting the engine idle. 

OVERHEATING: If you’ve 
reached the summit of a mountain 
pass with an overheated radiator, 
and no water available: The radiator 
will cool by itself very rapidly once 
you start the downgrade. Later, 
when you find water you can add it 
easily to your cooled engine. 

COURTESY: In the mountains, be 
a knight of the road, not benighted. 
If you find yourself driving the inside 
of a mountain road, give the other 
driver (he may be a Flatlander, too) 
a break. Keep as far to your right as 
possible. Above all, if you’re driving 
the outside of a mountain road, don’t 
straddle the center line, and freeze at 
the wheel, as so many people do. 
Maybe you haven’t met a soul for 
the last 15 minutes, but there might 
be a car just around the next curve— 
and so, if you are on the outside, 
relax, drive as you would on any other 
road, watch the center line and keep 
to your right, and never mind the 
scenery. 

The inexperienced driver should 
make frequent stops for viewing the 
overwhelming landscape—and leave 
the sightseeing to the others while he 
is driving. 

Finally, for happy mountaineering 
in your car, START out with a 
well-tuned engine, properly adjusted 
brakes and good tires.

INCE EARLY spring boats have been 

dashing up and down the White 
River at _ Indianapolis—strangely 
powered inboards that can run 
through flooded brushland, right over 
logs and debris, plane in less than 
three inches of water and are so 
maneuverable that they can turn in 
less than their own length. 

These boats have been powered by 
the new Buehler Turbocraft propul- 
sion which employs an entirely new 
principle of water jet! U. S. and 
Latin American rights for the new 
Hamilton Marine Jet have been pur- 
chased by Indiana Gear Works, ‘Inc., 
headed by John Buehler. Buehler ac- 
quired the rights from C. W. F. 
Hamilton & Co., Ltd. of Christchurch, 
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New Zealand and that’s quite a story 
by itself. 

Bill Hamilton, industrialist and 
farmer, developed his water jet 
after years of experiments with tun- 
nel boats, air propellers and other 
types of propulsion. He developed his 
water jet specifically to negotiate the 
many shallow, rock-strewn and rapid 
laden rivers of New Zealand. 

Now, water jet propulsion isn’t 
by any means new. Keenan Hanley 
of Mt. Prospect, O. has built Hydro- 
Jet fireboats for the ,U. S. Coast 
Guard and Navy for years. Hanley’s 
Hydro-Jet shoots a stream of water 
under the boat, but high speed is not 
claimed among its advantages. Since 
World War II, two Detroit marine

engine manufacturers sought to mar- 
ket water jet-marine engine units, 
both using Hanley’s patents. It seems 
there’s considerable friction loss in 
the process of forcing the water jet 
into the water. 

Hamilton Marine Jet’s efficiency is 
based on the old, old principle of 
physics that “for every action there 
is an equal opposite reaction.” The 
Buehler Turbocraft powered boat 
moves forward at a good clip due to 
the reaction of the boat to the action 
of the 740 lb. water jet stream out 
of the nozzle at the transom. 

Deliveries are just starting on pro- 
duction model Buehler Turbocraft 
boats. The first to be offered is the 
fiberglass-plastic 16 footer seen here.

These are the first photographs of 
the production Turbocraft to be pub- 
lished. — 

‘ At first glance, the Turbocraft 
looks like a conventional inboard 
utility. It has a rather high-chined 
bow, wraparound windshield and the 
usual upholstered engine box. But 
underway and seen from astern, 
there’s enough difference to be appar- 
ent even to a landlubber. The ap- 
paratus on the transom above the 
waterline might first seem to be part 
of an outboard drive unit. 

The jet outlet and steering plates 
seen outside the transom are the aft 
end of the three-stage turbine unit, 
which really consists of a series of 
three separate pumps. Each has four 
stainless steel impellers (blades) on 
a central stainless steel shaft that is 
directly coupled by spline connection 
to the engine crankshaft. The jet 
unit sucks water through a flush 
mounted grill in the bottom of the

boat and the thrust is obtained by 
displacement of the water in the 
pump which is then expelled into 
the air behind the boat. 

Steering is accomplished by a 
simple control that operates two 
vertical deflector plates, one on each 
side of the jet stream outlet. The 
plates operate simultaneously and de- 
flect the direction of the jet discharge 
thrust as the operator steers the 
boat. A sliding gate acts as a clutch 
and reverse. This directs the thrust 
forward under the hull instead of to 
the rear. 

The absence of propeller, rudder, 
water scoops and other appendages 
beneath the hull makes the Turbo- 
craft especially practical for use on 
shallow rivers, swamps and_ back- 
water areas now completely inacces- 
sible by boat. The American Red 
Cross has already expressed interest 
in using Turbocraft boats for flood 
rescue work. 


The Turbocraft’s ability to travel 
at top speed in less than three inches 
of water is due to the “built-up wedge 
of water under the hull,” it is ex- 
plained. Because of the sensitive con- 
trol of steering by the jet deflector, 
it is possible to pick a safe path 
through boulders and other obstacles. 

As part of the testing work on the 
unit, Buehler recently took a Turbo- 
craft boat out to the wild Salmon 
River in Idaho, the “River of No Re- 
turn.” Buehler chose the Salmon be- 
cause it has never been navigated 
for more than a few miles upstream. 
As a result of the trials there, cer- 
tain minor changes in the hull were 
found necessary, Buehler said, and 
these changes have been made. 

“On one test we cruised the Turbo- 
craft full bore up rocky rifles scarcely 
wider than the boat,” Buehler related. 
The boat made 180° turns at 35 mph. 
in a stream only two or three feet 
wider than its own length. It went up 
boiling rapids where the fall is six 
feet per hundred. It planed over float- 
ing logs and exposed sandbars, Bueh- 
ler continued. He is now planning 
another trip to test the Turbocraft on 
the Colorado River. 

The jet jockeys report a_ special 
feeling of freedom in piloting the 
Turbocraft at speed over otherwise 
impassible waters. The boats are so 
easily handled and give such a feel- 
ing of safety that the novice in close 
rivers is inclined to become over- 
confident after the first few runs. We 
have this from Seacraft, the Aus- 
tralian boating magazine. Out there 
there is a danger of hitting rocks 
too hard as the jet powered hulls are 
of wood. Of course, the glass-plastic 
hull can also be holed by a hard 
blow.

HOW TO KNOW YOUR PLACE 


If You Cannot Get Satisfaction From Gas Station Maps, 
Try U.S. Geologic Charts for All the Details

HERE is nothing like a 
road map to show the best} 
routes between your home, 
and anywhere in the United| 
States. But once you get where} 
you are going, you might just 
as well toss your road map into 
the trunk. It won’t help you on 
local conditions; it wasn't de- 


| 


signed to. 

But. some travelers — even 
armchair travelers — are find-, 
ing, as we have found, that 


there are detailed topographical 
maps of every part of the coun- 
try available at a nominal cost. 
These maps show every build- 
ing in country areas, every hill 
with its height, the elevation of 
every body of water, every road 
on which it is possible for a, 
car to go, 


This may be more information 
than most casual tourists want. 
But think of sitting on the 
porch overlooking Lake Dun- 
more and astounding other 
vacationists and natives alik. 
with learned remarks about the 
height of Mount Mossalamoo 
(2,620 feet) or with questions like, 
“Did you know that the lake, 
is exactly 569 feet above sea 
level?” or “Isn’t it odd that the 
cluster of houses at the south 
end of the lake on Route 58 is 
called Satan’s Kingdom?” 

All of this information, and 
much more, too, is available on 


\ 


maps produced and sold in vast 
aumbers by the United States 
Geological Survey. Almost 4,- 
050,000 maps were sold last 
year, mostly to purchasers who 
could not tell the difference be- 
tween an azimuth and a poly- 
conic projection. You don’t have 
to. know the difference to get 
the -best mileage out of the 
Geological Survey maps, 
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Garrett County, of which Oakland is the county seat, 
is the youngest of Maryland’s political subdivisions, and 
the largest in area. The State has wisely set aside hun- 
dreds of acres of virgin forest land and beautiful rolling 
countryside as public park and forest areas, to be en- 
joved without charge by visitors. At Swallow Falls 


State Park, just a few miles from Oakland or Deep 


Creek Lake, some of the last remaining virgin pine 
forests in the Eastern United States may be explored. 
Here, too, Muddy Creek Falls and Swallow Falls offer 
incomparable views of mountain water cascading pic- 
turesquely over rugged boulders. 


Garrett County is fun to visit in the fall, too. Motor- 
ists by the hundreds are attracted, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad runs annual ‘‘Autumn Leaf Excursions”’ 
in October, from Baltimore and Washington. Last 


year, more than 1,500 persons took advantage of these 
one-day outings to see the incomparable beauty of 
Western Maryland in colorful autumn garb.

Crowded Waterways Make 
Control Desirable, Some 
Pleasure Boatmen Feel 


By JOHN SIBLEY 

Like it or not — and most 
yachtsmen don’t — the popula- 
tion explosion in pleasure boat- 
ing appears certain to bring 
about increasing governmental 
control of the sport, 

Expert yachtsmen, to whom 
life afloat has been a blissful 
escape from the regimented 
rat-race ashore, are predicting 
gloomily that the day is not far 
off when boat operators will be 
subject to as stringent regula- 
tion and licensing as are auto 
idrivers. 
| Most concede, though, that’ 
this is not only inevitable but 
necessary. Some _ experienced 
men even advocate testing and 
licensing to protect newcomers 
(and some old salts as well) 
from the consequences of their 
own ignorance and irresponsi- 
bility. 

During 1959, according to the 
best estimate, 39,000,000 Ameri- 
cans sailed in the country’s 
7,800,000 pleasure boats. They 
spent $2,475,000,000 for boats, 
Jequipment and, club and yard 
fees. 
| Ten years earlier, there were 
only about 3,000,000 pleasure 
‘craft in the country. Expendi- 
jtures were put at $660,000,000, 
one-fourth of last year’s, 


Problems for All 


Along with 1 ed ar for 
boat makers and marina oper- 
iators, this spectacular growth 
has created concern among gov- 
ernment bodies from Federal 
and state legislative groups to 
the councilmen of the smallest 
seaside and lakeshore villages. 

In New York, the Joint Leg- 
islative Committee on Motor 
Boats, after a series of hear- 
ings reported that ‘‘Our- laws 
have not kept pa@e with modern 
conditions.” 

The committee, headed by As- 
semblyman Charles A. Cusick, 
noted: “Accidents involving 
serious and sometimes fatal in- 
juries are happening at an 
alarming rate. During the sum- 
mer season, hardly a day pass- 
es without our reading of some 


tragedy involving boat opera- 
tions. 


Regulation in Force 


is growing. As @ result of the 
Cusick committee’s work, reg- 
istration of power boatg (includ- 
ing outboards) under 16 feet 
became mandatory in New York 
last year. This has helped in re- 
covering lost and stolen boats 
and in identifying craft that vi- 
olate rules of the road and har- 
bor regulations. 

How much farther should reg- 
ulation extend? Here are a few 
of the more widely debated pro- 
posals: 

G Operator licensing. This 
could be done by examination, 
by application, or in combina- 
tion with boat registration. 

q Age limit for operators. 
Age 16 seems to be most popu- 
lar among proponents of this 
scheme. 

G More specific penalties 
under the Federal Motor Boat 
Act. 

gG Empowering the Coast 
Guard (or another agency) to 
halt trips in bad weather. At 
present, small-craft warnings 
are merely advisory. 

Certainly no yachtsman would 
deny that every boat operator 
should be familiar with rules of 
the road and emergency proce- 
dures. Many contend, however, 
that this is no concern of gov- 
ernment. 

And it must be admitted that 
among the new boatmen they 
reach, organizations like the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, the 
United States Power Squadrons, |: 
the National Association of-En- 
gine and Boat Manufacturers 
and many yacht clubs have ex- 
cellent educational and training 
programs. 

Beyond the question of regu- 
lation, old-timers are dismayed 
at the deterioration of the tra- 
ditional camaraderie among 
yachtsmen, In the not too dis- 
tant past, if a “stinkpot” skip- 
per came upon a_ becalmed 
“windjammer,” he would circle 
the sailboat, chiding her cap- 
tain unmercifully — then heave 
a line and tow her to her moor- 
ing. There, both skippers could 
forget the rule: “Don’t uncork 
the bottle till the hook is down.” 

Nowadays it is not common 
for s¢veral vessels to pass a dis- 
jnasted or swamped boat with- 
wt an offer of assistance.

Before setting out, let a mem-' 
ber of the family or neighbor: 
know where you plangto go and 
when you expect to return, so 
the Coast Guard will know!

Storm and Distress 


Know the various distress 
signals, You may need help or 
have an opportunity to help 
others who are signalling for it. 
Storm signals are for your in- 
formation and safety. 

Make sure safety equipment 
is in good: order. Remember, 
there must be one life jacket for 
each passenger on board — this 
includes children, Never hesi-| 
tate to have all hands wear 
\their life preservers whenever 
‘the weather, a navigation haz- 
ard, or other circumstances 
cause the slightest doubt of! 
saftey. Be sure that life pre-| 
servers are Coast QGuard-ap- 
proved and in good condition. 

Realize that gasoline and liq- 
uor do not mix, This problem 
has been evident since the early| 
days of automobiles, and is also| 
true with motorboats. 

Know the capabilities of your 
boat — the number of persons 
it can hold safely; the amount 
of fuel needed for a safe return 
to shore; its seaworthiness and 
maneuverability, Overloading a 
small boat is one of the most 


can make. 

Consider the sea conditions, 
the duration of the trip, and the 
predicted weather. If you cap- 
size, remember that if the boat 
continues to float it is usually 
best to remain with it. You are 
more easily found by a search 
plane or boat, and attempts to 
swim to a distant shore are so 
often disastrous. 

Don’t operate your boat reck- 
lessly. Give a wide berth to; 
large ships, which are harder to 
‘handle and require more room 
|to maneuver than a small boat. 
' Learn and obey the rules of 
the road, Neglect of this is the 
greatest single cause of colli- 
sion. There is no excuse for ig- 
norance of these rules. Copies 
are available free- from _ the| 
Coast Guard, Coast Guard Aux- 
iliary, Power Squadrons, local 
police, yacht clubs, marinas, 
scores of boating groups and 
the boating industry itself. Fur- 
thermore, instruction in al 
phases of small-boat seaman- 
ship may be obtained through 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary.
